At the same time, the various General Directore.tes of the Federal Ministry 
were given a greater degree of autonomy* 

2« To facilitate its administration, the whole ind istry was divided into two 
separate branches under the control of the Federal Council of Minis terso 
This Council is located at 12 Milosa Velikog Ulica, Belgrade, and is com- 
posed of the four r^nisters from the Republics, the Minister of Heavy 
Industry with the head of the Committee for the Energy and Extraction 
Industry as ^lairman. 

3o The main part of the industry is controlled by the Committee for the Energy 
and Extraction Industry, headed by Minister Svetozar VUkmanovic. The 
Committee is located at 16 Milosa Velikog Ulica ; Belgrade, and is responsible 
for the mines and production of coal, including lignite, naphtha and gas, 
bituminous shale and the production of electric power. The control of pro- 
duction of electric power is sub-delegated to t ie Ministry of Electid.c 
Power Production. The Committee is also responaible for geological survey 
and deep boring. 

The second part of the industry is concentrated in the Ministry of Heavy 
Industry under Minister Franc Leskosek. The Mii^lstry, which is situated 
at Hi Milosa Velikog Ulica, Belgrade, is rospon>;lble for the mines as well 
as plants and factories producing iron and steel, non-ferous metals, 
colored metals and fire-proof materials such as magnesite ard firebrick 
clay. The General Directorates of Black Metallurgy and of Colored Metals 
previously formed part of the Federal Ministry of MineSc
